SHIP SUNK; FIVE MEN SA^ED. 


'ST. PETERSBURG, 
April 
14.—Rear 


Admiral Prince Ouktonmky wires from 
Port Arthur today thpt the Itawtrnshni, 
one of tho Kussiuii torpedo bout destroy- 
ers sent out during the lURht to recon- 
noitre, became Depurated fi'oni the rest 
of tho fleet, owing to the bad weather 
previuliiiK, was surrounded by Japanese 
torpedo boat destroyers and was sunk in 
the fight. Five men were saved. 


Admiral Ouktoiusky adds: "t • have 


taken command provisionally of the fleet 
since the disaster to the Petropavlovnk. 


"During some maneuvering of the bat- 


tleship squadron 
the Pobieda 
struck 


against a mine amidships on the stnrr. 
board side. She was able to regain port 
by herself. No one on-board o'f her was 
killed or wounded. 


CAUSES RENEWED GRIEF. 


5:37 p. m.—'liic official bulletin this 


afternoon conveying the intelligence of 
the loss of another torpedo boat des- 
troyer and the accidental crippling of 
nno'thcr battleship wns almost as severe 
» blow as the loss of the Pctropavlovsk 
nnd plunged tho whole town anew into 
grief. 


Tiio Russian word in the text of the 


official dispatch describing tho accident 
to tho Pobieda means either '•mine1' or 
"torpedo," but the qualifying verb indi- 
cates something moving 
towards 
tho 


ship. This dispatch puts an end to the 
idea prevailing ncro that there had not 
been an engagement following the dis- 
aster to the PolropavIovHk. 


It is considered remarkable hero that 


the Japanese did not.take advantage of 
these terrible accidents to attack Port 
Arthur.

There wns a 
note of regret, however, iu the comment 
upon the reported death of Admiral Ma- 
knroff. for the Russian admiral com- 
manded the respect of his opponents and 
the Japanese admired

which ho had rehabilitated the fleet after 
the first attacks upon Port Arthur, and 
tho splendid fight he wns making against 
odds.

It is known that he left thc'vicinity of 
Port Arthur yesterday to return to au 
unknown-base .nnd it. is expected that he 
will reach the telegraphic communication 
tonight.

DISCONTINUED . 


That at Woodwopth to l>e AboUnlied After 


First or Mny. 


A notice has been sent out from.the 


poslolfice department from Washington 
that the postoffice 
in the 
village of 


Woodworih, Kcnoslm county, will be dis- 
continued after the first of May. 
The 


mail which was formerly sent to that 
oflicc willgo to Bristol and other villages 
in the neighborhood. Postmaster R. F. 
Roberts has been iu charge of the office 
at Woodworth for many years and his 
father mis in charge before him. The 
oflicc at Woodworth was.one of the pio- 
neer postofficos of the county. It was 
'opened more than forty -years ago for. 
the .benefit of the people of the towns of 
Bristol and Salem. It was of the fourth.- 
class-jatc and during the last few years 
it had only been self-sustaining. 


Tlie receipts of'the office-have been in. 


the. neighborhood of two hundred dollars 
. year and this was simply enough to 
pay the salary of the postmaster and-the 
running expenses of the office. Many of 
the people of Woodworth and the sur- 
rounding territory will be sorry to see 
the office discontinued, but it was hardly 
possible to continue the office with a ru- 
ral currier passing daily through tha 
streets.of the village. 


It is probable that several of the oth- 


er post-offices in the county will bo dis- 
continued during the present year as 
their usefulness is well nigh overcome by 
the rural carriers.

'that .he'was either blown overboard or 
else'escaped, from -the turret and jumped 
'overboard,- being crazy with pain and ex- 
citement.'.Expert turret officerjNjf the 
vessels i'J: port, say that the explosion 
was,the result of a blow'back, known as 
the wiud blowing the flames back, from 
'the'muzzle of the gun and through the 
open breech, igniting the powder charge 
being hoisted. Capt. Cowles 'and Lieut. 
Hammer, the ordnance ofliccr, had tak- 
en extra precautions against such an ac- 
cident, realizing that such could occur, 
and for three days no firing with the 
largo pieces was done on account of the 
wind being from off shore. 


RAPIDITY OF FIRING, CAUSE. 


Finally yesterday morning it shifted 


•a-nil it was dccmed,saf,e to commence, 'the 
,rin". Lieut. Hammer had remained in 
he turret watching the firing until the 
irst string of shots had been fired in 
apid succession. He' thought from his 
ibservations that it was safe to allow 
he continuation of rapid firing and left 
lie turret to consult with the target ex- 
pert on board on 
this . matter. 
Only 


,hree shots of the second string had been 
lired when the explosion occurred. So 
•apid was the gun being fired that it is 
ihouglit that some of the lire remained 
n the barrel and that when powder was 
loisted it ignited. Officers of the vessel 
differ in their opinion as to the cause of 
;he explosion, but it is probable that 
Jie exact cause will never be known as 
ihe.ro were no survivors among the tui 
ret crew, 


REMAINS OF 20 INTERRED. 


The .board of inquiry which was con- 


vened yesterday afternoon is still in ses- 
sion and will not'come to a finding for 
several days. 
Impressive 
ceremonies 


were conducted over the graves of tho 
20 seamen this afternoon at the Nation- 
al cemetery at the navy yard. The Mis 
souri moved down tho harbor this-morn 
ing to a point near the yard, an'd at 
noon the 26 bodies were brought ashore 
At 2 o'clock the funeral procession mov 
cd to the cemetery where hundred's o- 
officers and blue jackets were preseni 
and the remains were 
interred.

awaiting advices as to the burial_ or 
shipment home.

Examinations of candidates for the 


iinety-six Cecil Rhodes Canadian nnd 
American1 scholarships will be held simul- 
taneously in all the states and provinces 
beginning • Wednesday morning. 
Super-, 


vising examiners appointed in each state 
will collect the examination papers ae 
soon as they are done, and. forward them 
to the examiners at Oxford,University, 
who will furnish-each state committee 
with a list of the candidates who have 
passed the examination, and are eligible 
to election to scholarship. 


Each state is entitled to one scholar- 


ship. The three chiet requisites demand- 
ed of the applicants arc literary and 
Scholastic attainments, fondness for nnd 
success in outdoor .sports, and force of 
character. The students who apply to 
the authorities for examination must be 
men who have completed nt least two 
years work in some degree—recognising 
university or college,, and between the 
ages of 'in and 23. They must apply- 
cither in the state where tlioy "arc at- 
tending college or in their home state. 
The scholarships arc worth $1,600 a. year 
and may continue for three years. 


The candidates will he required 
to 


write six examination papers. The sub- 
jects covered are arithmetic, algebra or 
geometry, Greek and Latin grammar, 
translation from English into Latin 
prose, Greek and Latin authors.

BREEDING DAIRY COWS. 


In a carefully prepared paper..rwd 


before-a county institute in Iowa Mrs. 
Helling* related how sh« made nine 
and tiro-third* ounces of butter per 


' gallon from twelve gallons of milk, 


urine a separator, while from the. same 
amount of milk set thirty-six hours 
and closely skimmed she secured only 
»lx and one-third ounce* of butter per 
gallon of milk. Then she ran the set- 
ting of »kiinmed milk through tho sep- 
arator, took out tho rest of the cream- 
(lost In the old process), and from this 
craam she secured nearly all tho miss- 
ing butter, or two auS one-sixth ounces 
per gallon, making nine and one-third 
ounces total by the two methods 
against nine aud two-thirds ounce* by 
the separator 'process alone. 
TJUs 


would uoero to indicate that a 'small 
amount of creum ciuuiot bo taken from 
old mrtk and that best results are se- 
cured by the use of tbo separator on 
fresh mlli:. To recapitulate, by setting 
the milk in tlie old way and using care 
she and one-third ounces of butter were 
seom-ed per gallon of milk. By the 
separator method alone the totul was 
increnscd three and one-third ounces 
por ffrtJon of rattk, or one-half more 
butter T»O» made from a given quan- 
tity of ir-.Uk. With such a .showing 
from an actual tost it is easy to sec 
that a separator will pay for itself in 
"ostra butter" in a single year with 
only a tow cows. With this fact proved 
it 1» abecr waste to neglect buying a 
separator, for it will pay 100 per ccut 
profit on tho investment every year 
with a small herd ot cows and still bet- 
ter with a larger hewl.—Farmers' Ad- 
vocate.P«rltr of i)»lrr Product*.

charge. The total per cent ot solids in

doriser under and about the creamery. 


Wbat tbo Separator Did.

largely instrumental in the revolution 
of the dairy business.^ It is in the last 
nre years.that the separator has been 
gradually introduced, and it has proved 
the greatest Incentive tor the farmer 
and tha dairyman to enter the business 
and make It profitable.

Breeding for a special line of .work l8(a 
matter of *kiU. knowledge aud 'care and 
cannot be taught except by a past mas- 
ter in the craft 
The Individuality of 


tlie male and female, .the prepotent in- 
fluence of one meeting some intensified 
characteristic of the other, are subjects 
that cannot be well treated of In books 
or from the platform except theoretic- 
ally, but belong more particularly to 
the barns and stables, whore demon 
strations of a theory may be workec 
out. It may 'even, be suupected that 
ihuch of the book und class room in 
gtructioc In general agricultural-science 
is largely' too 'general and theoretic to 
meet the' specific needs of the everyday 
operations on the farm. 


I have in mind the case of a young 


friend who had spent three years at a 
leading agricultural college, making a 
.complete failure of his first experience 
in growing soiling crops for his cows, 
und of another {having taken a similar 
course writing to .me;for;-inll instruc- 
tions as to feeding, a calf. 


"Men go much as they are led and 


hunt the easy paths. The' general pur- 
pose cow that grazes through the by- 
ways and highways .of agricultural lit- 
erature Is an easy thing to produce, for 
she 18 merely the result of the meeting 
of a niale and a female. .-If that off- 
spring is good for nothing it Is 'called a 
scrub; if It shows superior perform- 
ance It is listed as the general purpose 
animal, the friend ot the average farm- 
.er, who has not the desire to excel iu 
hls'choscu work. 


Now, in all sincerity I submit the 


suggestion that it Is much bettor to try 
to teach this average farmer with his 
haphazard oowa that there is gome- 
thing better he may do in the breeding 
line of producing such cows than to 
encourage him in his average perform- 
ances by substantially telling him thnt 
his cows are "good enough," "suit, his 
environment," are "as good us-lie is," 
which latter may bo literally true, but 
Is no argument against' our trying to 
make him better and encouraging him 
to develop his herd up to his advanced 
position. 


There are many things in the phys- 


ical aud physiological construction of 
the cow more important than certain 
colors or shades or spots or the curve 
of her horn or the color of hor tongue 
and Just as capable of being fixed into 
a typo and reproduced by succession 
as are any ot tho external shapes or 
marking*. These are some of the finer 
points for the careful observation and 
study of the student ol the dairy:', As I 
have suggested, it is 'a comparatively 
new field for study and is 'not -bojinded 
by any narrow limitations.—1^. J. Mc-

The problems which confront the 


chcesemaker are among the most per- 
plexing of any relating to agricultural 
practice. 'He must not only provide 
against various contingencies and de- 
fects which "affect the curd before it Is 
placed on the curing ahelvcs, but roust 
also in the manufacture lay the foun- 
dation for a- series of complex chem- 
ical and physical 
transformations, 


from which arise the perfect texture, 
the nutty flavor and the easy digesti- 
bility of well made and well cured 
cheese. 
In these processes both Inanimate 


'and animate forces are at "work, and 
their character, amounts and Interac- 
tions materially Influence the charae- 
'ter of the cheese. It Is consequently 
upon knowledge of these agencies and 


planted quite early, with excellent re-- 
'.suits, for, like its rotative, the gar 
den pea, although freezing "weather 
will check the growth of the sweet 
pea it will not be permanently Injured 
and only waits the sunshine to takefup 
again its work of growing. ••'

When the digging of the trenches a» 


well as planting has been left. .for 
spring, begin the work as.early as-the 
weather will- -permit. 
The trenches 


should be at leaet one foot in1 -depth, 
and all the'better if two feet, to. in- 
sure the roots plenty of protection 
from .the hent later on and deep soil 
to draw upon, for they are gross feed- 
ers, A layer'of rich soil should be-put 
on the bottom of the trench. A'mixture 
of thoroughly decomposed cow manure 
and good garden earth or other rich 
deep soil makes a good bedding. As 
the plants-grow the trench must b< 
filled In with the prepared soil untl 
even with the surrounding ground. 


As soon as the plants show tho slight 


est tendency to vine they should be 
provided with a support to which th< 
tendrils may attach themselves.

have found nothing better or more cou 
vcnient for this purpose than wire net 
ting, which may be purchased by th- 
yard. The sweet pea is one.of th 
thirstiest of plants and- during th 
heated term, when the oarth and at 
mosphere give forth little moisture, 
should dally receive a generous, allow, 
ance cf water, not a mere, sprinkling 
but a drenching. This neglect to wa 
ter regularly and thoroughly .accounts 
for many failures in sweet pea culture

the torpedo boat destroyer Bezstrashni 
whose destruction by the Japanese was 
announced today.

that the torpedo bout destroyer Bez- 
strashni was cut off from the rest of'the 
Russian fleet nt Port Arthur and sunk 
by the Japanese, that her crew was lost 
nnd that the battleship PobiodiV acci- 
dentally struck a mine while maneuver- 
ing but was able to return to the harbor 
without loss of life.

POSTOJFFICE DISCONTINUED . 


ThHt lit Woodwopth to b« Aboltehed After 


First of Mjiy. 


A notice has been sent out from,'the 


lostofflce department from Washington 
that tlie poatofficc in the village of 
"Woodworth, Kenosha county, will be dis- 
continued after the first of May. The 
mail which Was formerly sent -to-that 
ollice will go to Bristol and other villages 
in the neighborhood. Postmaster R. F. 
Roberts has been in charge of the office 
at -'Woodworlh for many years and his 
father was in charge before him. The 
office at Woodworth was one of the pio- 
neer postoffiecs of the county. It was 
opened more than forty years ago for 
the .benefit of the people of the towns of 
Bristol and Salem. It was of the fourth.' 
class rate and during the last few years 
it had only been self-sustaining. 


The receipts of the office have been in. 


the neighborhood of two hundred dollars 
a year and this was simply enough to 
pay the salary of the postmaster and-the 
running expenses of the office. Many of 
the people of Woodworth and the sur- 
rounding territory will be sorry to see 
the office discontinued, but it was hardly 
possible to continue the office with a ru- 
ral carrier passing daily through tho 
streets, of the village. 


It is probable t,hat several of the oth- 


er postoffices in the- county will be dis- 
continued during tho present year us 
their usefulness is well nigh overcome by 
the rural carriers.

tice yesterday, are dead. 


, There is also one man of the:'-turret 
crew missing. It is the general opinion 
;hat-he was _ either blown overboard or 
tjuje escaped.from the turret and jumped 
overboard, being crazy with pain and ex- 
eitcmcnt. | Expert turret offieerSNjf the 
vessels in' port say that the explosion 
was ;thc•'•result of a blow back, known as 
ihe wind blowing the flames back from 
the muzzle of the gun and through the 
open breech, igniting the powder charge 
being hoisted. Capt. Cowles and Lieut. 
Hammer, the ordnance officer, had tak- 
en extra precautions against such an ac- 
cident, realizing that such could occur, 
and for three days no firing with the 
largo pieces was done on account of the 
,vind being from off shore. 


RAPIDITY OF FIRING, CAUSE. 


Finally yesterday morning it shifted 


and it was deemed^safe to commence !the 
firing. ' Lieut. Hammer had remained in 
the turret watching the firing until the 
first string of shots had been fired in 
rapid succession. He thought from his 
observations that it was safe to allow 
the continuation of rapid firing and left 
the turret lo consult with the target ex- 
pert on board on this , matter. Only 
three shots of tlie second string had been 
fired when the explosion occurred. So 
rapid was the gun being fired that it is 
thought that some of the fire remained 
in the barrel arid that when powder was 
hoisted it ignited. Officers of the vessel 
differ in their opinion as to the cause of 
the explosion, but it is probable that 
the exact cause will never bo known as 
there were no survivors among the tui- 
ret crew. 


REMAINS OF 2C INTERRED. 


The ,bonrd of inquiry which was con- 


vened yesterday afternoon is still in ses- 
sion and will not come to a finding for 
several days; 
Impressive ceremonies 


were conducted over the graves of the 
20 seamen this afternoon at the Nation- 
al cemetery at the navy yard. The Mis- 
souri moved down the harbor this morn- 
ing to a point near the yard, arid at 
noon the 28 bodies were brought ashore. 
At 2 o'clock the funeral procession mov- 
ed to the cemetery where hundreds of 
officers and blue jackets were present 
and tho remains were interred. The 
bodies of the five officers are being here 
awaiting advices as to the burial^ or 
shipment home. 


ALL IN TURRET RILLED. 


PEjSiSACOLA, Fla., April 14.—By the 


explosion of 2,000 pounds of powder in 
thef after .12 inch .turret and in the hand- 
ling room of the battleship , Missouri, 
Capt. William S. Cowles, commanding, 
twenty-nine men were killed instantly 
and five injurect, two of whom will die, 
The Missouri was on tho target range 
with the Texnt and Brookljjn at practice 
about noon when a charge of powder ii 
tho 12 inch left hand gum exploded, ig- 
niting from gosaes and dropping below 
ignited foxir charges of powder in .the 
handling room. All exploited, and'only 
one man of the entire turret and hand- 
ling crew survives. 


COWLE'S ACT SAVES SHIP. 


But for the prompt and efficient work 


of Capt. Cowles, in flooding the handling 
room and magazine with water, one of 
the magazines would have ciploded, and 
the 
ship would habe been destroyed, 


Capt. Cowles, completely overcome by 
the disacter, referred all newspapermen 
to-Lieut. Hamman, the ordnance omecrr 
The latter give out a statement of the 
explosion, and itj probable cause. Ac- 
cording to him, about noon, after the 
first pointer of the alter 12 inch piece 
had fired his itring, and the lecond 
pointer had nred the third (hot of his 
itring, the charge 'ignited. The fourth' 
shot w«a being-loeUed, and from til, in- 
dicatiom, the flrtt half ot the chargt 
had been rammed home, and the second 
wet ion Was being rammed Jioinr, when 
gases from the "aho,i frtviou*)^'tired, ,,or 


portions 'of the cloth cover" ignited the 
jowder. 


" .FLAMES LEAP FROM TURRET. . 
The breech was open, and a dull thud 


rave notice of something unusual. Ko 
oud report wag made, but flames -were 
ceep him from going below, for men fell 
unconscious as they entered, and had to 


pulled out by their' comrades. Not 


iceding their advice, the commanding of- 
Icer rushed below, followed by Lieut, 
hammer, the ordnance officer;, and Lieut". 
Clelland Davis., 
' Capt. Cowles caught up a dying blue 
jacket iu his arms and staggered to- the 
deck with him. The blue jacket and 
;wo others from the handling room, had 
crawled partly from their place of duty 
when they had been overcome. Before 
;hc* fumes of the burning powder had 
eft the turret, officers and men were 
ifting out the dying and dead men. 
Three minutes after the explosion all 
were on deck, and sugeous from 
the 


Missouri; Texas" and Brooklyn were at- 
.endnig to those not dead. 


BODIES FEARFULLY MA3TGLED. 
The bodies were hardly recognizable, 


;he terrible and quick fire having burned 
:he clothing from the bodies of .the men, 
and the flesh hung from them in shreds.' 
The faces were mutilated by the smoke 
and flames only. Only one man was 
jreathing when the turret crew was res- 
cued, and his died a moment: after he 
reached the deck. 


The twenty-five men of the turret 
cre lying in a heap. They had started 


for the exit when the first explosion oc- 
curred and had just reached there when 
;he more terrible explosion in the hand- 
ling room took place, which burned and 
strangled them to death. 


POSSIBLE CAUSE. 


It is feared that the great spirit of 


rivalry between the crews of the var- 
seen to leap.from every portion qt'the 
turret. A few seconds later an explo- 
sion, somewhat more fierce, occurred. 
This was iu the handling room below 
where 1,000 pounds of jpowdcr, or four 
charges, ready to, be hoisted above, had 
ignited. Fire quarters were sounded and 
every man of the ship responded and the 
magazine and handling rooms were 
flooded with water.' 


Smoke and the fumes of the,burned 


powder nmde it almost impossible to>en; 
ter either the turrefor handling room, 
but officers and men with handkerchiefs 
over their faces made efforts'to rescue 
the men in side.

TRANSPORTATION OF BODIES. 
WASHINGTON, April 14.—Upon his 


arrival at the navy department today 
Secretary Moody gave orders -that, ar- 
rangements be made for the free trans- 
portation of alt bodies of the officers 
and men killed on tho battleship Mis,- 
souri yesterday. If it is found there i» 
no fund available for this purpose a re- 
quest will be made of congress for a 
special appropriation. 


It is said at the navy department that 


Rear Admiral French E. Chadwick, cOm- 
mander-in-chicf of the : South Atlantic 
squadron, who has been made president 
of the court of inquiry which will in- 
yestigivte the disaster, probably will con-, 
veuc the court today.

VICTORIA, B. C., April J3.—Details 


of the fight between the Russian ciuiser 
Yuriag and the Japanese fleet which 
have never been published on this side, 
were supplied by passengers,, of 
the 


Northern Pacific liner Victoria just ar- 
rived from the orient. 


The principal details relate to the aw- 


ful effects of the Japanese shell fire and 
the strange attacks of the battle. A 
copy of the Korean Review of late date 
gives the following version" of the his- 
toric combat: 
: 


The Vjiriag and Korietz made straight 


for the easterly channel, steering a lit- 
tle .west of south," the Japanese fleet 
waiting for them,eight miles saway. 
When four miles separated them the 
Japanese -threw shots across the Rus- 
sian's bows as a signal to heave tjo and 
surrender. The only answer the Rus- 
sians made was to crowd on more i fire, 
and the Variag began to leave the Kor- 
ietz and steaming 
24 knots, headed 


straight for the Japanese flagship. .The 
object -was; to get as close as possible to. 
the Japanese- as the Taring's guns were 
only six and four-tenths inches, and 
quite useless at the damage range off the! 
Japanese guns. This was at five minutes 
before noon. The Japanese fleet was de- 
ployed into line facing the approaching 
steamers, apparently not intending to 
bring their whole force to bear on them. 
The two Japanese vessels that smashed 
the Variag to pieces were tho Asama 
and Chiyoda, no other vessels of the 
Japanese fleet taking part. 


VARIA'Cf AMID DEADLY HAIL. 
Xot long after the warning shots the 


two Japanese sblps':iet loose'their whole 
batteries, 'the noise being terrific. The 
Variag swerved to eastward and gave 
the Japanese her starboard broadside. 
All about hoi-' the sea was torn into 
foam and spouting fountains of water 
with machine gun fire and exploding 
shells. Her steering gear was smashed 
early in the fight and she had to depend 
entirely on her engines to steer. Seeing 
it was" impossible to make the eastward 
passage the Variag's commander headed 
for 
the west and came around in a 


course which, brought the Variag very

4th and 5th materially injured fruit in 
the Ohio valley, Tennessee and in the 
south Atlantic and northern portions of 
the east gulf. states, but in. the middle 
Atlantic states the reports indicate that 
fruit has to far for the most part escap- 
ed serious injury. The cold period of the 
8th and flth'was also injurious to fruit 
in Kansas, Missouri and Oklahoma.

Senator Chauneey M. Depew was in- 


troduced as temporary chairman. The 
senator was received with prolonged 
cheers, and in opening paid high tribute 
to the deceased llearcd of the Republican 
party.

This is the time of tne year when the 


test goes down very rapidly and for a 
good many buttormakers and managers 
it' is prettv hard to explain, the reason 
satisfactorily to sons of their patrons. 


Jlift manager should go to the cream- 


ery erwry time when monthly touting is 
to be done and sen to it that accurate 
and impartial work only is performed. 


We know of one buttermaker who did 


all his testing with a lead pencil. He 
took samples two or three times a week, 
but at the end of the month instead of 
testing them, he took his pencil, the test 
sheet for the previous month and the 
milk receiving sheet. II in the spring, 
everybody's test went down one or two 
tenths each month-of course, and if in 
the fall it was raised a; tenth or two in 
proportion to the increase or decrease 
of each individual patron's milk. 


Bottles were then emptied, rinsed out 


a little and a new sample commenced 
again. 


At another creamery we know of one 


patron- that has received the same test 
(3.7) every month for four years. How 
is'that for "standard uniform work?" 


Don't you think you had better pay a 


little-closer "attention to some of those 
matters in your creamery and remember 
the creamery company has engaged you 
to conduct the business And has a right 
to expect you to look after ids interests. 


If the testing is dort on the last day 


of each month a test sheet can be post- 
ed on the bulletin" board next morning, 
giving everybody a'rhluice to know 
their test at onop. Put a notice below 
th(! test sheet to the effect that you will 
keep samples for say three days and 
that all kicks and 'complaints must tie 
made while they arc yet held as no at- 
tention, can be given these 'matters after'i 
samples are thrown away. 


If you have a "crooked" set of -pa: 


tron? a better way is to have two sets 
of sample bottles; yon can then Veep 
,iamples as long as you wish and can 
commence. a new sample on the first of 
each month. 


If a patron "it? not satisfied by seeing 


the test made, bottle and seal pnrt of 
his sample right then and there in his! 
presence and tend it to the state dairy 
and food department and have it offi- 
cially''tested; abide i by-this test and if 
he still kicks or insists that he has been 
wronged or cheat'e'd of what belonged 
to him, have :hiitt'!prosecuteil. Do not 
allow bne or two cHronie "kickers to run 
all over you or to' .ruin your business 
by their 'malicious stories. We baVo 
ourselves followed the .above course for 
four years i»nd only. had. one kick (fur- 
ing all that time.

test question that we should not over- 
look. Some two years ago we visited 
a'creamery that! had eighty to ninety 
patrons, but only had seven test bot- 
tles. Upon asking the buttermaker why 
be had so few bottles we were told that 
same 'old story that the manager con- 
sidered it was a great plenty, as testing 
wag only dons once a month and: that 
the bottles cost much more than they, 
are worth. A big half gallon water 
pitcher served the purpose of acid 'bpt-. 
tlfeiind the acid poured from this into 
the:rneasure. Jfow. if this was not nn 
incentive for auy buttermaker to use 
tiic "lead-"Dcncii" test we do not'know 
what would 'be.

Another instance that surprised .'US' 


still more was to Icaru only about a 
week ago that in one of the (supposed 
to beV-best'creameries in Meeker coun- 
ty the buttermaker hns to do all the 
testing with ft sixteen bottle hand tester. 
Now "wouldn't that cork you!" In all 
creameries having hand testers it's the 
manager's business ;to turn the crank 
when the testing is done. If this rule 
was generally adhered to there would be 
mighty few factory hand testers.

ioua job, and the best appliances obtain- 
able are none too good. The old style 
acid measure and common pipette arc, 
too slow and cumbersome. 


An up-to-date pipette with glass stop- 


per is "quick and convenient. For acid 
the Swedish acid bottle is by far the 
best contrivance to our knowledge. 
These cannot be, bought for 15c or 20c, 
of course, but more accurate work can 
be done with them. 
. The water used for filling bottles 
should* be soft or distilled, heated to 
about 200 degrees, from a suspended 
vessel through.a 0-16 inch'rubber hose 
with pinch cock ami glass nozzle. 


Another thing we- wish to recommend 


is an aci^ tester which (will show the 
specific gravity of sulphuric acid. Acid 
of proper strength for testing should 
have a sp. gr. of 1.82; if »*ovc that it 
is too strong; ,if below, it is too jveak. 
This''little apparatus only costs 36o, BO 
anyone can afford it. Get one of them 
and :then test your acid when you get 
it; if not found tho proper strength, send 
it back, at least if found too weak.

gallon from twelve gallons of milk, 
using • separator, while from the same 
aanouot of mil); set thirty-six boors 
and closely skimmed she secured only 
•Iz and one-third ounce* of butter per 
(allon of milk. Then she ran the net- 
ting of *klmmed milk through the sep- 
arator, took out the rent of the cream 
(tart in the old process), and from this 
cream sh« secured nearly all the miss- 
tng batter, or two and one-sixth ounce* 
per gallon, making nine and one-third 
ounces total by the two methods 
against nine nod two-thirds ounces by 
tUe separator process alone. Tais 
would seem to Indicate that a 'small 
.amount of cream cannot be taken from 
old rank and that best results are se- 
cured by tbe use of tbe separator on 
fresh mSk. To recapitulate, by setting: 
the milk in the old way and using care 
six and one-third ounce/! of butter were 
secured per gallon of milk. By'the 
separator method alone the total: was 
IncrenBCd three and one-third ounces 
per gaUon of milk, or one-half more 


. butter waji made from a given' quan- 


tity of milk. With such a .showing 
from an actnal test It is easy to see 
that a separator will pay for itsalf In 
"extra butter" in a single year with 
only a few cows. With this ifcct proved 
It !• sheer -waste to neglect buying a 
separator, for it will pay 100 per cent 
profit on the Investment every yenr 
with a small herd of cows an<l still bet- 
ter -with a larger herd.—Farmers' Ad- 
vocate.

Pmrltr at Dairy Product". 


The report of the Massachusetts 


.beard of health, recently'made .jrablK*, 
contains aereral features of interest-to 
dairymen. The board has charge of 
the inspection of food and drags and 
.divide* with the dairy bureau the in- 
spection of milk and dairy .products; 
tJuring tbe month of December the 
board examined 'JS1 samples of milk;. 
of which 331 were adulterated or va- 
ried from the legal standard. In most 
cases tbe board has contented itself by 
•ending warnings to the sellers whose 
milk fell below the standard, as only, 
three cases were taken to court, result-, 
ing in two convictions and one dis- 
charge. The total per cent of solids in 
samples of milk upon which these 
cases were entered was 3.34, 8.34, 9.25, 
10.14. 


Of forty-seven samples of butter an- 


alvzed two were found to be adulter-~ 
ated. bnt no cases seem to have been 
taken to court Only one sample out of 
seventeen lots of cheese was found be- 
low legal quality.

Bide of the churn in neat condition 
which has been recommended to the 
writer, but we cannot vouch for Its 
efficiency, says Creamery Journal. It 
Is, however, suggested by a good but- 
tcrmaker friend, who declares that he 
has used It with excellent results upon 
t> chum which was placed in his., fac- 
tory two years ago and which still 
looks like new. It Is accomplished by 
simply using a bit of cotton waste 
dampened with separator oil for wiping 
the chum and then ruPjbing perfectly 
dry with clean, dry waste. He has 
not used any soap or washing com- 
pound on the churn Jn.two years. 


Bottea Crcantnrr Floor*. ': 


The rotten creamery, floor .that per- 


mits the washings of tfce creamery to 
drain through and decompose under the 
creamery and to continually give off a 
vile odor which will contaminate" the 
fresh milk, cream and butter !• one of 
the greatest drawbacks in the produc- 
tion of good butter.

taught feeding cows, utabllug them 
with the beat environments of comfort 
and sanitation, caring for the products 
of the dairy with regard to'the most 
hygienic demands of their being.used 
as human food until IT he has had any 
desire for dairy enlightenment he can 
measure his accomplishment by his 
own intelligence and Btudtonsness.<<- But 
what about his knowledge of breeding? 
'He knows the moat approved methods 
of feeding cows and disposing of their 
product, as I have said, bnt be'is not so 
well posted on the matter of producing 
those cows: 


Knowledge of the fundamental busi- 


ness of breeding toward tbe production 
or strengthening of a type is not* so 
common and is not so easily.acquired. 
Breeding for a special line of work 18 a 
matter of skill, knowledge and'care and 
cannot be taught except by a past mas- 
tor in the craft.1 The Individuality; of' 
the male and female, .tbe prepotent in- 
fluence of one meeting acme, intensified 
characteristic of the other, are subjects 
.that cannot be well treated of In books 
or from the platform except •'theoretic-' 
ally, but belong more particularly to 
the barns and stables, .where, demon- 
strations of a theory may be worked 
out. It may "eveif be suspected that 
much of tue book and class room in- 
struction in general agricultural science 
is largely too "general and theoretic to 
meet the specific needs of the everyday 
operations on tbe farm. 


L have in mind the case of a young 


friend who had spent three years at a 
leading agricultural..'college,' making a 
complete failure of his first experience 
In growing soiling crops for bis cows^ 
and of another-.having taken a similar 
course writing to me ^for -full instruc- 
tions as to feeding; a calf.' 


"Men go much as they are led and 


hunt the easy paths. The genera) pur- 
pose cow that grazes through the byi 
ways nnd highways.of agriculturaMit- 
ernture is an easy thing to produce, for 
she is merely the result pf the meeting 
of a 'male and a-female. -M that off- 
spring is good for nothing "it Ss called a 
scrub; if it shows superior perform- 
ance it is listed as the general purpose 
animal, the friend of the average farm- 
er, who has not the desire to escel in 
hls'choson work. 


Now, in all sincerity I submit the 


suggestion that it is much better to try 
to teach this! average farmer "with his 
haphazard cows that there: is some- 
thing better he may do in the breeding 
line of producing such cows than to 
encourage him in bis average perform- 
ances by substantially telling him that 
his cows are "good enough^*-' "suit his 
environment," are "as good as-lie is," 
which latter may be literally true, but 
Is no argument against'our trying to 
make him better and encouraging him 
to develop his herd up to his advanced 
position. 


There are many things In the phys- 


ical and physiological construction of 
the cow more important than certain 
colors or shades or spots or the curve 
of her horn or the color of her tongue 
and just as capable of being fixed Into 
a type and reproduced by succession 
as are any of the external shapes or 
marking*. These are some of the finer 
points for the careful observation and. 
study of the student of the dairy'4 As I 
have suggested, it Is a comparatively 
new fleld for study and is 'not bounded 
by any na/row limitations.—W.' j. kc- 
Sparran In Chicago Record-Herald.'!

la thV growing of sweet peas too 


much stress cannot be placed .upon the 
necessity for early and deep planting 
If 
vigorous growth and"" luxuriant 


bloom are' desired, says a writer in 
Floral Life. It Is an advantage, though 
by no means an essential, if the trench- 
es are dug in the fall of the year, then 
covered with boards to keep the soil 
in good-condition. When this precau- 
tion has been taken the seed may be 
planted quite early, with excellent re- 
"tsnlts, for, like its relative, 'the gar- 
den pea, although freezing 'weather 
"will check the growth of the' sweet 
pea it will not be permanently injured 
and only waits the sunshine to take'up 
again its work of growing. -' 
! \, 


When the digging of the trenches ail 


well as planting has been* left ,for 
(spring, begin the work as early 'no -the 
weather will •permit. 
The 'trenches 


should be at least one foot in depth, 
and all the' better if two feet, to in- 
sure the roots plenty of protection 
from -the heat later on and deep soil 
to draw upon, for they are gross feed- 
ers. A layer of rich so>!l should be putt 
'en the bottom of the trench. A mixture 
of thoroughly decomposed cow manure 
and good garden earth or other rich 
deep soil makes a good bedding. As 
the plants • grow the trench must be 
filled in with the prepared soil until 
«ven with the surrounding ground. 


As soon os tbe plants showtheslight- 


est tendency to vine they should be 
provided with n support'to which the 
tendrils may attach themselves. 
I 


have found nothing better or more con- 
venient for this purpose than wire net- 
ting, which may be purchased by the 
yard. The sweet pea is one .of tbe 
thirstiest of plants and- during tlie 
heated term, when the earth nnd at- 
mosphere give forth little moisture, 
should daily receive a generous allow- 
ance of water, not a mere sprinkling, 
bnt a drenching. This neglect ,10 wa- 
ter regularly ,and thoroughly , account^ 
for many failures in sweet pea culture. 


Another essential 
to 
satisfactory- 


sweet pea growing Is a sul^ny-expel- 
sure. I have proved to my own satis- 
faction that this point is an important, 
one. . Those gi'owrt in the shade a 
neither so thrifty nor is the bloom so 
rich in color or so abundant a"s whejj, 
grown' in the sun. The sweet pea- 
grower should-remember 'tfiat io be 
prodlg-al in the cutting pf the bloom is 
the surest way to secure an increase.
